When I Was A Boy 
Camp Meeting Era 
Was Nearing Its End 


By Jack Blanton 
(In The Globe Democrat) 
When I was a boy, the camp 
meeting era was nearing its end. 
For many years various denom ina­ 
tions had taken their pulpits and 
saints to the woods for a season of 
revival, living in tents, cooking, 
eating and 
sleeping in 
shaded 
groves for several weeks. Preach­ 
ing services were held in w hat was 
known as brush arbors, structures 
that were made from timbers and 
brush that w ere near at hand! 
The arbors 
were open on all 
sides. Seating facilities consisted of 
logs or of rough oak boards from 
some near-by saw-nnll. Protection 
from the sun was 
afforded by 
brush that had been laid acros- 
poles that w ere used 
a roof. 
People 
Hocked to the 
camp 
meetings from far and near, some 
families taking picnic dinners and 
suppers, others 
preparing 
their 
food on the grounds. Some who 
went to scoff and have fun re­ 
mained to pray, for the preachers 
constantly w arned their hearers to 
flee from the w rath that was to 
overtake unrepentant sinners on 
Judgm ent Day, when sheep were 
to be separated from the goats. 
Services continued through most 
of the day and well into the night. | 
People in the congregation spoke 
as the spirit 
moved them, each 
service being 
punctuated 
with 
prayers, testimonials and exhorta­ 
tions from men and women out in 
front. Only a few hardened in­ 
dividuals could fail to be humbled 
and impressed by what they saw 
and heard. 
Many of our rural 
churches owned their existence to 
converts that were made in those 
camp meetings. 
The last to hold camp meetings 
in our county were the 
Holiness 
people. In fact, the custom con­ 
tinues to linger with them. Every 
summer, even in the living pres­ 
ent, they hold a state convention 
in the M ark Twain State P a rk 12 


miles east of Paris. People come 
from a dozen other states, as well 
as from all parts of Missouri. They 
camp on the grounds ofr three 
weeks. Except for brief periods 
for cooking and eating, preaching 
services continue from 10 in the 
morning until 10 at night. The 
general public is invited, and m any 
outsiders attend, some because of 
spiritual interest, others out of 
curiosity. 
Back in the late ’80s the Holiness 
people held a camp meeting at 
Victor, 10 miles southeast of Paris. 
Among their converts was the vil­ 
lage blacksmith, who previously 
was more disposed to scoff than to 
profess. With his conversion came 
an intense disposition to do his 
share towards 
evangelizing the 
regions round about. For m any 
weeks he held Holiness meetings 
in near-by towns and villages, a- 
mazing the public with his know ­ 
ledge of the Scriptures and his 
talents for preaching. 
When it came to giving reasons 
for the faith that was in him he 
never was at 
a loss for Bible 
quotations with which to fortify 
his contention that through repent­ 
ance, faith and Godly living it was 
possible to attain to perfection. 
After an absence of three of four 
months the old blacksmith re tu rn ­ 
ed to his village. 
Those revival meetings would 
result in 
much 
personal work. 
Practically every unconverted p er­ 
son in the community would be 
visited, first and last, by members 
of the church or a 
minister, or 
both. My mother, a very modest 
woman who insisted that a w o­ 
m an’s place was in the home, a l­ 
ways discarded 
this philosophy 
when a revival meeting was in 
progress at her church. 
Every 
day, after the afternoon service, 
she would spend an hour or two 
talking with unconverted people 
and pleading w ith them to turn 
from the error of their ways.

Popcorn Pops Up As Big Business 
Munching A Major Theater Asset 


Net Take on a 200-Million-Dollar Annual Volume Runs Around 125 Million 
Dollars as Product Has Shifted From Home-Made Snack to Concession Com ­ 
modity— Has Turned Boxoffice Loses Into Profits. 


By John Quinn 
(In The Kansas City Times) 
Popcorn is big business today. 
Once it was a treat almost strictly 
for the home and hearthside. Now 
it is a business with a volume a- 
round 200 million dollars annual­ 
ly. 
In keeping with its explosive 
nature, popcorn is an expanding 
industry. The reason is simple. The 
profits are lush. Net profit on the 
present huge volume runs around 
125 million dollors, over 65 per 
cent of the total take. It is this 
generous margin which gives pop­ 
corn its attractive financial flavor, 
a tasty morsel of which conces­ 
sionaires and others are eager to 
partake." 
The change in the complexion of 
popcorn from a home-made snack 
to a concession commodity has 
come about rapidly, mostly within 
the last decade. Back of the rapid 
rise in popularity of popcorn is the 
public with its insatiable craving 
for snacks. 
The 1949 crop currently being 
eaten up came from 97,000 acres, 
one of the smallest acreages of a 
marketable agricultural 
product. 
That harvest, according to the De­ 
partment of Agriculture, is con­ 
siderably under the 10-year aver­ 
age of 120,000 acres, and way down 
from the 1948 near record of 150,- 
000 acres. The department report­ 
ed the yield not quite 1,700 pounds 
to the acre, for a total of about 
160 million pounds, though some 
private estimators put it nearer 180 
million pounds. 
From Twelve States 
The bulk 
of the popcorn crop 
comes 
from 
twelve 
producing 
states. Missouri ranking sixth and 
Kansas tenth on the list. The lead­ 
ers are the great field corn pro­ 
ducers, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio, more than two-thirds of the 
crop growing in these four states. 
A'i with field corn hybrids are all 
the rage in popcorn, and it is esti­ 
mated over 75 per cent of all 
plantings are hybrids today. This 
year’s crop looks good in both 
quantity and quality, 
provided 
frost does not come early. An early 
frost would hurt the quality. 
From the financial outlook, pop­ 
corn is a pleasant thing, from the 
grower on through the consumer. 
Price figure around $3 for 100 
pounds to the grower, which means 
roughly $50 an acre on the basis 
of last years average crop. The 
processor, or middleman, may get 
up to $10 for 100 pounds, but that 
will be tops. The retail price re­ 
mains constant, a dime for a bag 
or box, and the real success story 
of popcorn is there at the retail 
level. 
Figure it, for example, the way 
theater operators do. Good pop- 
pability means volume of twenty- 
five or thirty to one. From 100 
pounds of corn come about 1,000 
boxes. Ten cents a box means $100 
gross from 100 pounds of corn 
or a dollar a pound average. 
The commercial concessionaires 
figure pretty carefully on costs. To 
pop and sell 100 pounds of corn 
they figure:

Home and Commercial Popping 
The ratio of commercial to hom< 
popping seems to be stabilizing a- 
long the 75-25 line. Recently then 
has been a steadying of interes 
on the home front, as seen from re 
newed activity in manufacture and 
sale of home poppers. Perhaps TV 
will increase home popping, pop­ 
corn wholesalers suggest. After al’ 
those 
accustomed to 
munching 
while they watch movies might 
plausibly be expected to 
enjoy 
popcorn with TV programs. 
As late as the middle 1930’s 
theater men generally were anti­ 
popcorn. But the power of pop­ 
corn to make money with com­ 
paratively small investment, labor 
and floor space were not to be 
denied. Instances where popcorn 
sales meant the difference between 
profit and loss to theater owners 
are many. In the depression years 
there were so many, A Kansas 
City executive uttered what has 
become almost a cliche in the in­ 
dustry. 
“Find a good popcorn location 
and build a theater around it.” 
In the sagging ’30’s a large 
mid western circuit lost money at 
the boxoffice, but cleared more 
than $200,000 on popcorn in one 
year. A moderate sized theater in 
Kansas grossed $1,200 a week at 
the box office, and took in another 
$1,200 at the popcorn stand. The 
theater operation netted less than 
20 per cent; the popcorn brought 
almost 70 per cent profit. Having 
a good main street location, the 
theater promptly put in a second 
popcorn stand, flanking the box 
office with a stand on each side. 
Stars and Popcorn States 
What goes on in the way of 
screen action and the type of stars 
has a direct bearing on candy and 
popcorn sales. Some stars are ter­ 
rific {indirect) salesmen: some are 
not. Some of the better-rated stars 
on this count are Alan Ladd, Bet­ 
ty Hutton, Bob Hope, Humphrey 
Bogart, Errol Flynn, Burt Lan­ 
caster, James 
Cagney, 
Richard 
Widmark, George Raft, and the 
western stars to a man. Films of 
these players are filled with ex­ 
citement, action and fun which in­ 
duce chomping. As a class, west­ 
ern movies sell more popcorn than 
any other type of feature. 
Films 
which 
draw the 
more 
mature 
audiences 
mean 
fewer 
sales at 
the 
concession stand. 
Hence the popcorn-selling ability 
is not so good for players like 
Greer Garson. Bette Davis, Joan 
Crawford, Spencer Tracy, Walter 
Pidgeon and Claudette Colbert. 
Even up to a year or two ago 
some theater circuits held out a- 
gainst popcorn in their theaters. 
The last big holdout gave up in 
the fall of 1949 when the Loew

circuit installed popcorn and con­ 
cession counters in all of its thea­ 
ters. 
Today the concession depart­ 
ment of big circuits is a business 
in itself. More than one circuit 
has its own popcorn subsidiary, 
such as National 
Theaters,

largest, which grows most of the 
popcorn used in its hundreds of 
theaters on 5,000 acres in North­ 
ern Missouri near Tarkio.

Çteady Gain in Volume 
Early in the 1900’s popcorn was 
produced on about 20,000 acres in 
the United States. In the next two 
decades the popcorn production 
had little more than doubled. Out­ 
side of a few large seed houses 
and some circuses and carnivals, 
popcorn was not even on the mar­ 
ket. 
In the period after World War 
I it was estimated that 75 per cent 
of all popcorn consumed was pop­ 
ped at home. As late as the year 
of Pearl Harbor, the percentage 
still was 60 per cent popped at 
home. In contrast, estimates of the 
Popcorn Processors association for 
last year showed at least 75 per 
cent of all popcorn popping was 
done by the commercial marketers 
—theater circuits, commercial pop­ 
pers, wholesale grocers and so on. 
Popcorn not only has changed 
its commercial complexion, but 
has actually changed its color. A 
few decades ago the crop was 100 
per cent the white rice variety. 
More than 25 years ago this began 
to change, when a dentist called 
at the office of Charles T. Manley 
with kernels of a yellow popcorn 
which came, he said from South 
America.

THE APRIL SKIES 
By Bailey R. Frank 
In the western sky in the early 
evenings of the first week of this 


month a new star will appear well 
below the brilliant planet. Venus. 
It shines forth a little higher each 
evening until the night of the 5th; 
then it begins to be a little lower 
in the sky each evening and is gone 
by the middle of the month. This 
strangely acting star is the planet, 
Mercury, and we are witnessing its 
best appearance as an evening star 
for the year, 1951. 
Throughout the W inter the con­ 
stellation, Taurus, has been prom­ 
inent in the heavens. In April it is 
moving into the west at sunset 
and 
sets well before midnight. 
Venus enters Taurus on the night, 
of the 10th, passing to the south 


of 
the 
Pleiades. 
Continuing its 
eastward motion among the stars 
of the ecliptic, it will be between 
Aldebaran 
and El 
Nath as the 
month ends. In May Venus will 
ride 
high in the 
constellation, 
Gemini. 
Saturn now rises well before 
sunset and will be seen each clear 
evening until 
September. 
It is 
halfway 
between the two 
first 
magnitude 
stars, Regulus 
and 
Spica. Near Saturn is the second 
brightest star of the constellation, 
Virgo, that goes by the unusual 
name of Zarijan. Moving toward 
Spica. Saturn will leave Zarijan 
this summer and won’t be back for 


nearly thirty years. 
Jupiter begins to reappear as a 
morning 
star this 
month. This 
planet is now about to move to 
the north of the c e le stia l equator. 
In a few years we will see Jupiter 
near Aldebaran and the Pleiades 
and later it will ride high in the 
constellation, Gemini. For the past 
six years .Jupiter has been abril- 
liant star of the Spring and S u m ­ 
mer evenings. Now it is entering 
a period of prom inence in the Fall 
and Winter skies. 
Mars we won’t see until 
July. 
The red star rising earlier each 
night in the southeast is the star, 
Antares, the Rival of Mars.

at more widely separated places than 
old Shep does on his best days. 
Second, inter-communication systems 
are becoming fairly common on farms. 
With stations located at various key 
points, farmers may be called directly 
from the house to meals, to answer 
the telephone or to issue such in- 
sti uctions as may be necessary.

Special 
lamps have been developed which, not 
only illuminate the dark “innards” of 
mifk pails, but contain insecticidal 
properties to kill bacteria which may 
be lurking therein. Other newly de­ 
veloped lights are available to speed 
tip or retard the growth of plants and 
flowers so both can be readied for 
market at the most profitable seasons. 
Ultraviolet light, too. is being used 
more and more in farming operations. 
Tests show that milk and egg pro­ 
duction increases when cattle and 
chickens are irradiated with ultra­ 


feed processing units to feed corn 
automatically into a grinder for an 
adjacent crib. 
Also, the dairy cow is being “house- 
broken” by means of an electric cow 
trainer. Looking somewhat like a 
coat hanger, the device is connected 
to a fence controller. It shocks bossle 
into making use of the gutter. Here 
the barn cleaner takes over to move 
manure electrically out of the build­ 
ing into the spreader.

Oscar of The Waldorf Ruled In Golden 
of The Menu, But He Never Cooked

Age 
Stage Lost a Sondow in World Famous Moitre d Hotel, W ho M ight Also Have 
Been a Greot Bicycle Racer or Pianist— From Job as Delmonico Steward, He 
Moved to Hotel Where His Precepts and Recipes W on Renown

At 13 Oscar Michel Tschirkv 
went to work after school in a con­ 
fectionery store. There as his em ­ 
ployer knew he would, the boy 
ate himself sick the first day on 
French bonbons. 
It is an appropriate place to be­ 
gin the story of Oscar of the W al­ 
dorf. The famous maitre d ’hotel— 
never a chef—died November 6 at 
his home in New Paltz. N. Y. Sev­ 
enty-one years had passed since 
that first venture in the world of 
cuisine. By all standards they had 
been years of success and satisfac­ 
tion. 
Oscar was born in Switzerland, 
his father a steamship agent, his 
mother a gracious woman skilled 
in the now-forgotten art of w eav­ 
ing hair. A typically European 
education stressed languages — 
French, 
German, 
English; and 
there was another lesson from his 
mother: 
“Child, if you are able to make 
good use of your hands, you need 
never worry.” 
Oscar made up his mind to do 
just that. Woodworking first, but 
it produced nothing more than a 
life-time hobby; then 
bicycling 
(the feet and the hands, too.) As 
the boy rode his high-wheeled 
cycle he dreamed of becoming a 
great racer—later he was to win 
the Gotham 
Wheel 
association 
championship. And weight-lifting, 
another hobby which followed him 
to America where a New Yorker 
once told him: 
“Oscar, if Elo Ziegfeld had seen 
you instead of Sandow the Grfeat, 
you might never have 
become 
Oscar of the Waldorf.” 
Organ Led to Waldorf 
One other childhood ambition 
deserves mention. 
Young 
Oscar 
wanted to play the organ. But 
there was only a piano, and how 
the lad hated those hours of pract­ 
ice. He kept the ambition though 
he never sat down at an organ 
console. But had it not been for 
this early passion, Oscar 
might 
never have gone to the Waldorf. 
The Tschirkys came to New York 
in the 1880s by installments. Broth­ 
er Brutus, then 
Oscar and his 
mother, then father. On his first 
day Oscar sought citizenship pap­ 
ers, and five years later, well on 
the way to success, was naturaliz­ 
ed. 
Brutus, a chef of no little skill, 
obtained employment for Oscar at 
the old Hoffman House. The genius 
of cuisine appeared immediately, 
and in four years the 
newcomer 
rose from $18-a-month busboy to 
private 
dining-room 
waiter and 
bartender. Then to Delmonico’s, 
first choice of the social and mone­ 
tary elite, where he became din­ 
ing room steward. 
The dreams of William Waldorf 
Astor, who had inherited 100 mil­ 
lion dollars from his father, now 
entered the 
picture. 
Bored by 
society, Astor became state as­ 
semblyman, then state senator. But 
New York refused to send him to 
Congress. He would leave America 
once and for all, but first a menu 


Wealthy Willie, strictly campaign 
nomenclature, but Waldorf Astor 
—a household word. Fortunes do 
not permit delays, so the Waldorf 
and the Astoria began to spring up 
almost overnight. Oscar and F ath ­ 
er Tschirkv happened to w alk a- 
long Fifth avenue on a certain 
Sunday morning shortly thereafter 
to hear the great organ of St. P a t­ 
rick’s. 
“W hat’s the 
big hole in

ground?” the father asked. 
“They’re building a hotel there,” 
Oscar replied . 
“Ah. an opening for you, m ay­ 
be?” 
The humor was 
unintentional, 
but in it was the germ of an idea. 
Oscar didn’t wait. Would George 
Boldt. already engaged as manager, 
care to employ him. It was, of

Oscar composed a letter on Del­

citizens he had served at the H o ff­ 
man and there would be asked to 
sign it. By the end of the week 
there were ten pages of signatures: 
Diamond Jim Brady, Lillian Rus­ 
sell and others. 
So, when the 
Waldorf doors 
opened March 13, 1893, Oscar was 
head-waiter 
at 
$250 a 
month. 
New smen dubbed him Oscar of the 
Waldorf. The hotel prospered and 
four years later was joined with 
its twin, the Astoria, next door, to 
be operated under the hyphenated 
named. 
In 1931 the W aldorf-A s­ 
toria moved to Park avenue, a new 
47-story building; Oscar was there, 
too, as maitre d’hotel and head of 
the catering service at a salary 
befitting a railroad president. 
To America, Oscar was no mere 
hotel keepei; he was the king of 
cuisine. But Oscar himself never 
cooked, except Over a chafing dish. 
He once invented a machine that 
could handle four chafing dishes 
at once, and could, indeed, produce 
epicurean masterpieces. 
But 
his 
forte w as the menu, the selection of 
foods that blended and wines that 
added the touch. Many years ago 
there was an Oscar of the Waldorf 
cookbook, of 
course, 
containing 
some dishes he had originated— 
Oscar sauce, cantaloupe a la mode 
and Waldorf salad among them. 
The salad originated as cubed ap­ 
ples and celery with mayonnaise 
served on lettuce; later assorted 
fruits and nuts were used. News­ 
papers published 
many 
Oscar 
recipes, including one of his m ast­ 
erpieces* consomme wath rice and 
cream: 
Remove the fat from two quarts 
of consomme, put in a stew pan and 
when at the boiling point add four 
tablespoons of ground rice pre­ 
viously 
moistened with a 
little 
stock Boil ten minutes and add one 
teaspoonful each of sugar and salt; 
boil again, and when rice is quite 
done pour in a half-pint of boil­ 
ing cream. 
Visited Kansas City in 1929 
This reputation for cookery fol 


displays of jewels, three orchestras, 
supper of terrapin and canvasback 
duck, and a breakfast served in the 
roseate light of dawn—all with 
Oscar presiding. And—a man 
>i 
energy—he was back at his desk, 
refreshed, 
at 
10 
o’clock in the 
morning. 
This was the greatest splendor, 
but the most costly dinner was in 
1899, in honor of Daniel Guggen­ 
heim. With forty guests at $259 
a piece, including favors, the meal 
cost $10,000. Greenery was trans­ 
planted to create a garden, and 
nightingales sang in rose trees. The 
vintage was of French pre-revolu­ 
tionary days. 
Oscar did much to make this 
the gold age of America, not only 
with triumps of the menu, but 
writh the 
utmost in 
hospitality. 
There was military discipline in 
his corps of wfaiters— it was always 
Mr. Oscar, never Mr. Tschirkv; and | 
the guestw'as always right, no m at­ 
ter what the ticket. Kings, Presi­ 
dents, statesmen and tourists, all 
dined at the Waldorf, guests of a 
man who himself preferred only 
one meal a day, perhaps chicken, 
or boiled beef 
with 
horseradish, 
and a biled potato. 
Many Honors to Oscar 
Foreign 
potentates recognized 
Oscar with honors, and even a 
federal judge accepted his cook­ 
book as final authority in ruling 
that French ice cream need not be 
labeled custard. Oscar called it 
French ice cream and that was 
good enough for the judge. 
The m aitre d’hotel retired In 
1943, though he still remained as 
adviser to the hotel. In his years 
he had played host to every Presi­ 
dent from G rover Cleveland to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. And kings,

W hen I was a boy, the camp 
meeting era was nearing its end. 
For many years various denomina­ 
tions had taken their pulpits and 
saints to the woods for a season of 
revival, living in tents, cooking, 
eating and 
sleeping in 
shaded 
groves for several weeks. Preach­ 
ing services were held in what was 
known as brush arbors, structures 
that were made from timbers and 
brush that were near at hand! 
The arbors 
were open on all 
sides. Seating facilities consisted of 
logs or of rough oak boards from 
some near-by saw-mill. Protection 
from the sun was 
afforded by 
brush that had been laid across 
poles that were used a> a roof. 
People 
flocked to the 
camp 
meetings from far and near, some 


miles east of Paris. People come 
from a dozen other states, as well 
as from all parts of Missouri. They 
camp on the grounds ofr three 
weeks. Except for brief periods 
for cooking and eating, preaching 
services continue from 10 in the 
morning until 10 at night. The 
general public is invited, and many 
outsiders attend, some because of 
spiritual 
interest, others out of 
curiosity. 
Back in the late ’80s the Holiness 
people held a camp meeting at 
Victor, 10 miles southeast ot Paris. 
Among their converts was the v il­ 
lage blacksmith, who previously 
was more disposed to scoff than to 
profess.

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Popcorn Pops Up As Big Business 
Munching A Major Theater Asset 


Net Take on a 200-Million-Dollar Annual Volume Runs Around 125 Million 
Dollars as Product Has Shifted From Home-Made Snack to Concession Com ­ 
modity— Has Turned Boxoffice Loses Into Profits.

Popcorn is big business today. 
Once it was a treat almost strictly 
for the home and hearthside. Now 
it is a business with a volume a- 
round 200 million dollars annual­ 
ly 
In keeping with its explosive 
nature, popcorn is an expanding 
industry. The reason is simple. The 
profits are lush. Net profit on the 
present huge volume runs around 
125 million dollors, over 65 per 
cent of the total take. It is this 
generous margin which gives pop­ 
corn its attractive financial flavor, 
a tasty morsel of which conces­ 
sionaires and others are eager to 
p artak e." 
The change in the complexion of 
popcorn from a home-made snack 
to a concession commodity has 
come about rapidly, mostly within 
the last decade. Back of the rapid 
rise in popularity of popcorn is the 
public with its insatiable craving 
for snacks. 
The 1949 crop currently being 
eaten up came from 97,000 acres, 
one of the smallest acreages of a 
marketable agricultural 
product. 
That harvest, according to the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, is con­ 
siderably under the 10-vear aver­ 
age of 120,000 acres, and way down 
from the 1948 near record of 150,- 
000 acres. The department report­ 
ed the yield not quite 1,700 pounds 
to the acre, for a total of about 
160 million pounds, though some 
private estimators put it nearer 180 
million pounds. 
From Twelve States 
The bulk 
of the popcorn crop 
comes 
from 
twelve 
producing 
states. Missouri ranking sixth and 
Kansas tenth on the list. The lead­ 
ers are the great field corn pro­ 
ducers, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana and 
Ohio, more than two-thirds of the 
crop growing in these four states. 
with field corn hybrids are all 
the rage in popcorn, and it is esti­ 
mated over 75 per cent of all 
plantings are hybrids today. This 
year’s crop looks good in both 
quantity and quality. 
provided 
frost does not come early. An early 
frost would hurt the quality. 
From the financial outlook, pop­ 
corn is a pleasant thing, from the 
grower on through the consumer. 
Price figure around $3 for 100 
pounds to the grower, which means 
roughly $50 an acre on the basis 
of last years average crop. The 
processor, or middleman, may gc 
up to $10 for 100 pounds, but that 
will be tops. The retail price re­ 
mains constant, a dime for a ba 
or box, and the real success story 
of popcorn is there at the retai 
level. 
Figure it, for example, the way 
theater operators do. Good pop- 
pability means volume of twenty- 
five or thirty to one. From 100 
pounds of corn come about 1,000 
boxes. Ten cents a box means $100 
gross from 100 pounds of corn 
or a dollar a pound average. 
The commercial concessionaires 
figure pretty carefully on costs. To 
pop and sell 100 pounds of corn, 
they figure:

^toady Gain in Volume 
Early in the 1900’s popcorn was 
produced on about 20,000 acres in 
the United States. In the next two 
decades the popcorn production 
had little more than doubled. Out­ 
side of a few large seed houses 
and some circuses and carnivals, 
popcorn was not even on the m ar­ 
ket. 
In the period after World War 
I it was estimated that 75 per cent 
of all popcorn consumed was pop­ 
ped at home. As late as the year 
of Pearl Harbor, the percentage 
still was 60 per cent popped at 
home. In contrast, estimates of the 
Popcorn Processors association for 
last year showed at least 75 per 
cent of all popcorn popping was 
done by the commercial marketers 
—theater circuits, commercial pop­ 
pers, wholesale grocers and so on. 
Popcorn not only has changed 
its commercial complexion, 
but 
has actually changed its color. A 
few decades ago the crop was 100 
per cent the white rice variety. 
More than 25 years ago this began 
to change, when a dentist called 
at the office of Charles T. Manley 
with kernels of a yellow popcorn 
which came, he said from South 
America. 
Although it is the whitest and 
tenderest, the white variety has 
lost the popularity race. The big­ 
ger yellow kernels look like the 
best buy over the countei and take 
the customer’s eye. A few home 
growers and poppers still prefer 
white 
popcorn but in the 
cont- 
nercial market it is almost im- 
. ossible to buy the popped white 


variety at retail, except in a fev 
localized areas — principally i; 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
Home and Commercial Popping 
The ratio of commercial to home 
popping seems to be stabilizing a- 
long the 75-25 line. Recently then 
has been a steadying of interest 
on the home front, as seen from re 
newed activity in m anufacture and 
sale of home poppers. Perhaps TV 
will increase home popping, pop­ 
corn wholesalers suggest. After all. 
those 
accustomed to 
munching 
while they watch movies might 
plausibly be expected to 
enjoy 
popcorn with TV programs. 
As late as the middle 1930’s 
theater men generally were anti­ 
popcorn. But the power of pop­ 
corn to make money with com­ 
paratively small investment, labor 
and floor space were not to be 
denied. Instances w here popcorn 
sales meant the difference between 
profit and loss to theater owners 
are many. In the depression years 
there were so many, A Kansas 
City executive uttered what has 
become almost a cliche in the in­ 
dustry. 
“Find a good popcorn location 
and build a theater around it.” 
In the sagging ’30’s a 
large 
midwestern circuit lost money at 
the boxoffice, but cleared more 
than $200,000 on popcorn in one 
year. A moderate sized theater in 
Kansas grossed $1,200 a week at 
the box office, and took in another 
$1,200 at the popcorn stand. The 
theater operation netted less than 
20 per cent; the popcorn brought 
almost 70 per cent profit. Having 
a good main street location, the 
theater promptly put in a second 
popcorn stand, flanking the box 
office with a stand on each side. 
Stars and Popcorn States 
What goes on in the way of 
screen action and the type of stars 
has a direct bearing on candy and 
popcorn sales. Some stars are ter­ 
rific {indirect) salesmen; some are 
not. Some of the better-rated stars 
on this count are Alan Ladd, Bet­ 
ty Hutton, Bob Hope, Humphrey 
Bogart, Errol Flynn, Burt Lan­ 
caster, Jam es 
Cagney, 
Richard 
Widmark, George Raft, and the 
western stars to a man. Films of 
these players are filled with ex­ 
citement, action and fun which in­ 
duce chomping. As a class, west­ 
ern movies sell more popcorn than 
any other type of feature. 
Films 
which 
draw the 
more 
mature 
audiences 
m ean 
fewer 
sales at 
the 
concession stand. 
Hence the popcorn-selling ability 
is not so good for players like 
Greer Garson, Bette Davis, Joan 
Crawford, Spencer Tracy, Walter 
Pidgeon and Claudette Colbert. 
Even up to a year or two ago 
some theater circuits held out a- 
gainst popcorn in their theaters. 
The last big holdout gave up in 
the fall of 1949 when the Loew

automatically into a grinder for an 
adjacent crib. 
Also, the dairy cow is being “house- 
broken” by means of an electric cow 
trainer. Looking somewhat like a 
coat hanger, the device is connected 
to a fence controller. It shocks bossle 
into making use of the gutter. Here 
the barn cleaner takes over to move 
manure electrically out of the build­ 
ing into the spreader. 
Recently a Georgia pastor went the 
agricultural engineers one better. He 
electrified his walking garden plow, 
using a 1/3 horsepower motor to do 
the “pushing” for him.

fectionery store. There as his em ­ 
ployer knew he would, the boy 
ate himself sick the first day on 
French bonbons. 
It is an appropriate place to be­ 
gin the story of Oscar of the W al­ 
dorf. The famous maitre d ’hotel— 
never a chef—died November 6 at 
his home in New Paltz, N. Y. Sev­ 
enty-one years had passed since 
that first venture in the world of 
cuisine. By all standards they had 
been years of success and satisfac­ 
tion. 
Oscar was born in Switzerland, 
his father a steamship agent, his 
mother a gracious woman skilled 
in the now-forgotten art of w eav­ 
ing hair. A typically European 
education stressed languages — 
French, 
German, 
English; and 
there was another lesson from his 
mother: 
“Child, if you are able to make 
good use of your hands, you need 
never worry.” 
Oscar made up his mind to do 
just that. Woodworking first, but 
it produced nothing more than a 
life-time hobby; then 
bicycling 
(the feet and the hands, too.) As 
the boy rode his high-wheeled 
cycle he dreamed of becoming a 
great racer—later he was to win 
the Gotham 
Wheel 
'association 
championship. And weight-lifting, 
another hobby which followed him 
to America where a New Yorker 
once told him: 
“Oscar, if Elo Ziegfcld had seen 
you instead of Sandow the Grfcat, 
you might never have 
become 
Oscar of the Waldorf.” 
Organ Led to Waldorf 
One other childhood ambition 
deserves mention. 
Young 
Oscar 
wanted to play the organ. But 
there was only a piano, and how 
the lad hated those hours of pract­ 
ice. He kept the ambition though 
he never sat down at an organ 
console. But had it not been for 
this early passion, Oscar 
might 
never have gone to the Waldorf. 
The Tschirkys came to New York 
in the 1880s by installments. Broth­ 
er Brutus, then 
Oscar and his 
mother, then father. On his first 
day Oscar sought citizenship pap­ 
ers, and five years later, well on 
the way to success, was naturaliz­ 
ed. 
Brutus, a chef of no little skill, 
obtained employment for Oscar at 
the old Hoffman House. The genius 
of cuisine appeared immediately, 
and in four years the 
newcomer 
rose from $18-a-month busboy to 
private 
dining-room 
waiter and 
bartender. Then to Delmonico’s, 
first choice of the social and mone­ 
tary elite, where he became din­ 
ing room steward. 
The dreams of William Waldorf 
Astor. who had inherited 100 mil­ 
lion dollars from his father, now 
entered the 
picture. 
Bored by 
society, Astor became state as­ 
semblyman, then state senator. But 
New York refused to send him to 
Congress. He would leave America 
once and for all. but first a monu- 


Wealthv Willie, strictly campaign 
nomenclature, but Waldorf Astor 
—a household word. Fortunes do 
not permit delays, so the Waldorf 
and the Astoria began to spring up 
almost overnight. Oscar and Fath­ 
er Tschirk.v happened to walk a- 
long Fifth avenue on a certain 
Sunday morning shortly thereafter 
to hear the great organ of St. P a t­ 
rick’s. 
“W hat’s the 
big hole in 
the 
ground?” the father asked. 
“They’re building a hotel there,” 
Oscar replied . 
“Ah, an opening for you, m ay­ 
be?” 
The humor was 
unintentional, 
but in it was the germ of an idea. 
Oscar didn’t wait. Would George 
Boldt. already engaged as manager, 
care to employ him. It was, of 
course, too early to hire anyone 
but if he could get a few letters of 
recommendation from New York­ 
ers, his application would go on 
file. 
An Impressive Reronimendation 
Oscar composed a letter on Del­ 
monico 
stationery. 
The 
leading 
citizens he had served at the H o ff­ 
man and there would be asked to 
sign it. Bv the end of the week 
there were ten pages of signatures: 
Diamond Jim Brady, Lillian Rus­ 
sell and others. 
So, when the 
Waldorf doors 
opened March 13, 1893. Oscar was 
head-waiter 
at 
$250 a 
month. 
Newsmen dubbed him Oscar of the 
Waldorf. The hotel prospered and 
four years later was joined with 
its twin, the Astoria, next door, *o 
be operated under the hyphenated 
named. 
In 1931 the W aldorf-As­ 
toria moved to Park avenue, a new 
47-story building; Oscar was there, 
too. as maitre d’hotcl and head of 
the catering service at a salary 
befitting a railroad president. 
To America, Oscar was no mere 
hotel keeper; he was the king of 
cuisine. Eut Oscar himself never 
cooked, except over a chafing dish. 
He once invented a machine that 
could handle four chafing dishes 
at once, and could, indeed, produce 
epicurean masterpieces. But his 
forte was the menu, the selection of 
foods that blended and wines that 
added the touch. Many years ago 
there was an Oscar of the Waldorf 
cookbook, of 
course, 
containing 
some dishes he had originated— 
Oscar sauce, cantaloupe a la mode 
and Waldorf salad among them. 
The salad originated as cubed ap­ 
ples and celery with mayonnaise 
served on lettuce; later assorted 
fruits and nuts were used. News­ 
papers published 
m any 
Oscar 
recipes, including one of his mast­ 
erpieces, consomme with rice and 
cream: 
Remove the fat from two quarts 
of consomme, put in a stewpan and 
when at the boiling point add four 
tablespoons of ground rice pre­ 
viously 
moistened with a 
little 
stock. Boil ten minutes and add one 
teaspoonful each of sugar and salt; 
boil again, and when rice is quite 
done pour in a half-pint of boil­ 
ing cream. 
Visited Kansas C ity in 1929 
This reputation for cookery fol- 


Hotel Muehlebach luncheon. One 
woman, in search of a social coup, 
asked him for a recipe. 
“Recipe?” he asked. “Recipe! But 
I am not a cook ” 
Oscar visited 
Longview 
farm 
that year, part of a tour of the n a­ 
tion’s breadbasket. And he enjoy­ 
ed famously the luncheon at which 
S. J. Whitmore and Barney L. 
Allis were hosts. The main dish 
was Poulette a la Oscar. 
Oscar told, too, of some of his 
famous menus, memories of a life 
where culinary 
excellence was 
commonplace. There was the Brad­ 
ley Martin costume ball in 1897 a 
fancy dress event in the Astoria 
that started moralists, preachers 
and social commentators talking 
for years. A memorable dance it 
was, 
with 
extravagant 
cotillion 
favors, spectacular costumes, great 
displays of jewels, three orchestras, 
supper of terrapin and canvasback 
duck, and a breakfast served in the 
roseate light of dawn—all with 
Oscar presiding. And—a man of 
energy—he was back at his desk, 
refreshed, 
at 
10 
o’clock in the 
morning. 
This was the greatest splendor, 
but the most costly dinner was in 
1899, in honor of Daniel Guggen­ 
heim. With forty guests at $250 
a piece, including favors, the meal 
cost $10,000. Greenery was trans­ 
planted to create a garden, and 
nightingales sang in rose trees. The 
vintage was of French pre-revolu­ 
tionary days. 
Oscar did much to make this 
the gold age of America, not only 
with triumps of the menu, but 
with the 
utmost in 
hospitality. 
There was military discipline in 
his corps of waiters— it was always 
Mr. Oscar, never Mr. Tschirk.v; and 
the guestwas always right, no m at­ 
ter what the ticket. Kings. Presi­ 
dents, statesmen and tourists, all 
dined at the Waldorf, guests of a 
man who himself preferred only 
one meal a day, perhaps chicken, 
or boiled beef 
with 
horseradish, 
and a biled potato. 
Many Honors to Oscar 
Foreign 
potentates recognized 
Oscar with honors, and even a 
federal judge accepted his cook­ 
book as final authority in ruling 
that French ice cream need not be 
labeled custard. Oscar called it 
French ice cream and that was 
good enough for the judge. 
The m aitre d’hotel retired in 
1943. though he still remained as 
adviser to the hotel. In his years 
he had played host to every Presi­ 
dent 
from Grover Cleveland to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. And kings, 
queens 
and 
Presidents, he said,
